From Rome the 8, of Inne, 1622, 


To Pope hath given for to defend and propagate the 
Romiſh Religion 25000.Crownes, and put thele by the 
money collected alreadie to the ſame purpole ; and the Car- 
. dinals arelikewiſe to ſhew their liberalitic co the ſame pur 
pole. 
mn Spaine, we heare,that at the Court was reſolved,that 
the new Forts in /o/o/ina ſhould be pulled downe againe, 
andthat onely they ſhould ſtand that did ſcrue to keepe the 
elafe of Yo/tohina, and that the Cafteleys ſhall command 
none but the Souldiers, and that the Duke of Florence ſhall 
command there in publicke matters, and the King of Spize - 
likewiſe countermand his Forces in Clexe. 

From Breflaw in Silefiathe 10. day. The two Lordſhips, 
Oppelea and Ratipori in Silefia haue inſtalled che Cm « 
ners of Bethlem Gabor ail the Catholicke officers there being 
diſmitled, Proteltants are choſen in their places. 

From Char the 17. day. Thoſe of Brettingaw haue gotten 
this Cictic by agreement, after they had cut the water off, and 
played wich their Ordinance mightily ypon the ſame,and the 
Souldiers wich as well Spaniards,as Germains and Wallons 
are conduQted ſafely through the Overbinat, with their bag 
gage. They found there great ſtorc of Ordinance & Mutiti- 
on. The Biſhop, with foure principall ofticers, are kept there 
vntll the Minilters of //5r#94 be delivered againe;they pure 
poſe now ſhortly co march towards Engeain, 

The young Count of Tharne,being within Glats,had com- 
manded the Suburbs to be burned, and $o. Peeces of Ordi- 
nance vpon the walles to be planted, andis ſutiiciently pre- 
vided to defend the Cities They haucthe 13.0f this monerk 


* made a Sallie, and flaine 4co. of the Imperials, 
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And the Marquis of Jaggerendorfis arrived with certaine 
thouſand Hungarians at Gabalerica, to reſcue the Cirtie of 
Glatsin Sileſia. Likewiſe, there arc yet gooo. Cofacks mar- - 
ching through this Country, towards the Duke of Bavaria, 
and doe great hurt with burning & pillagiag,excufing none, 
andare 5000. arrivedalreadie at 7rywejten. The old Count 
of Tharn is with 12009. men come into Mraviaagaine, =» 

The King of Po/oma, vnderitanding thatthe Duke of A4/- 
covig will beliege Smo2lenſco, and breake the Peace, he hath 
payed the 30. Confederates, to ſend them againſt him. 

From Views the 22. day, At the Dyets of Hungeria, they 
deale very ſecretly. ; 

Laſt wecke hauetke States of Hangaria delivered vatothe 
Emperour their grieuances, being 30. in number. TS 

For as much as concerncth the reſtitutionof the ſpiritusll 
goods taken from the Clergic during the laſt Warres, the 
States will not reſtore them all,but ſo muchonly as willſerue 
romaintaine them. Butthe Clergie will haucall,or leaue the 
Country, and the States will be very well pleaſed with it if 
they will doeas they ſay. And ſome of the principaall Cler- 
gle, werein great danger to be caft out of the Windowes. 

When the Empcrour and Empreile weredefirousto ſee the 
Crowne, to looke whether all che Iewels & precious ſtones 
were yet atit ; The Hangariansdid anſwere,that the LadyRe- 
63, pollefling the houſe of Trexſehin(where the Crowne at this 
preſent time is kept) did pretend vponthe ſame many thou- 
ſand Florins, layd our for theſafe keeping of the ſame, and 
that ſhe would notſend the ſame before ſhe hath gotten ſatis- 
fation. And beſides, that for the preſent, it was very dange- 
rous to tranſport the Crowneby land, ſeeing Bethlems Gabor, 
and the Lord Budianihad gathered great Forces, and princi- 
pally over the riner Donaw, vnto which they in no manner 
would condeſcend,and yecld to. | 

The Emperour propounding and ſecking to perſwade them 
tothe Coronation of his eldeſt Sonne, they anſwered very 
courteoully that his Maieſtic afterwards mightdelire the ſame 
whenthe Country ſhall bepacified againe. 
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Vpen the Frontiers they will none but Hungarian officers, 
but among che ſouldiers they are content that lome Germaxes 

be, but very few, and are. dwelling ja che Country, 

There is ſentan abſolute pardon vnto the Loid Budiani, 
deſiring him to meete freely at the Dyete, but he refuſed it 
flatly. | 
From Pragvethe 2 3. day. The (offacks marched here by, 
haue done great hurt in the Country,with robbing, pillaging, 
and burning. 

From Straſburgh the 6. of Iuly, The fift of this meneth 
is Duke {briftian of Branſwicke departed from hence, having 
beene within this Cittie accompanied by many Corintes, 
 -Noblemen, and Gentlemen, but his Souldiersare yetherea- 
bout, and goe daily in andout of this Cittie, The Forces of 
CHanficld, deliroy hereabout, all the Summer houſes, Gar- 
dens, Orchards, and whatſoever growethin the fields, 

Andalthough we ſuffered in the beginningall kind ofpro- 
vilion from hence to be conveyed towards Hangfeilds campe, 
itis now forbidden vppn death, that none ſhall faffer any 
more hereafter tobecarried out of the Cittie, for feare that 
wernay want it our {clues. And wethinke, that Aſarfrelawith 
his forces are very likely to march vp towards Behemia,ſecing 
all is here almolt ſpoyled and conſumed. 

From Berghſirate the 6, of Iuly. Laſt Satterday the Bavari- 
a1: tooke a {conſe nere Heidelbergh, at this (ide of the River 
Necker, from whence they can ſhoot into the Cittice. The 
Spaniſh forces lic about Ledenbargh, and began laft Satter- 
= as - ay a bridge vpon the Necker, and was yeſterday quite 

niſhed, 

The Landgraue of Darm#«t being diſmuiled, is glad to la- 
bour with the Biſhop of Mets, to make peace in Germanie. , | 

Three dayes agoe, are three Regiments of foote, and cer- 
taine Companies of horſe, of Duke Chriſtian of Braunſwickes 
marched vp,andhath pillaged and burned the village Over- 
viſel, having driven all their Cattell away and they skirmi= 
ſhedwiththoſe of Ydenhime;ſo that many on both fades were 
flaine, | | | 
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* From Wormes, the 6, 6f Iuly, Concerning the affaires of 
the Palatinate, we vnderſtand that the Duke of Bruxfwiche, 
after hehad reſted himſelfe ſome few'daies at Adainhers,mar- 
ched vp with his forces, to follow the King of Bohemia, to- 
waxdsE//as,being declared by his Maicfty,Licutenant Gene- 
rall ofhis hoxſe: what che King aforelayd will attempt, we 
doc notknow, butitis ſpoken by qualified perſons, that he 
is marched towards Bavarim,in which caſe without all doubt, 
Monſieur 74 willfollow him with his forces, nuw Iying 
before Heidelbergh, and as it ſeemes, with intention to ger 
the Circie, the oneor the other way : but at the other {ide of 
the Necker, wherethey ſhould haue taken two ſconſes ( as is 
reported ) but I thinke they are deceived, ſceing thereare no 
ſconſes,but onely a way intrenched, which they haue gotten, 
bur at the other {1de of the River, is a ſconſe that commands 
over the ſayd entrenched way. 

. From Have, the 7. Day, Here is certaine newes that the 
Colonel Oberrront hath raken the Bridge, of late made bythe 
Enemies vpon the Necker from them, and broken the'ſame. 
In which skirmiſh, he got 4, Peecesof Ordinance, and di» 
"_ Colours, having done great hurt among(t the Imperi- 

aliſts. | 

Poſt datum, Comes newes that the Duke of Brunſwicke, 
hath met with the Bawarians, and defeated crghteene Com» 
panes of their horſe, which were partly taken, and partly 
flaine. 

The Zandrgraze of Heſſen, gathers all the diſperſed Soul- 
diers of Brun/wicke, purs them in their quarter , and gives 
them apparell and other neceſſaries ; And belides there arc 
ſome newely levied likewiſe, by vertue of his Patent.

From Rees, the 1, of July, Ofhte, 40,Souldiers ofthe 
States; going from Dor/6xrghtowards the Campe of Count 
H:mry vanden Bergh, (urfriicd ther inthe night by keeping 
theSentinels,& killed them preſently, and comnung after= 
wards to the Conrt deGard,ſhot ſome 5 todcath:wherups the 
Alaram was vreſently (troken, but before the Enemies could 
bercadic, they polted away on horſe backe, and brought. 
certaine priſoners with ſorne ſpare horſes along with them,
